His characters, are all Bri- 
tish Army officers and men, but he 
has definitely proved'that for a play 
to be successful it is not necessary 
to introduce impossibilities or to 
titivate it with sex problems. Mr. 
Sherriff has portrayed life during 
the war as it was with a realism 
and vividness which makes “Jour- 
ney’s End" one of the outstanding 
plays of the century. e 

He depicts with great force the 
strain under which the men at 
the front lived and takes his charac- 
ters through all the runyes of 
emotion and shows them breaking 
under the strain of constant war- 
fare, The dialogue is brilliant, 
punctuated by forceful descriptive 
adjectives which cannot possibly 
give offence in a play so true ta the 
period it depicts. 

Some Fine Acting. 

“The characters are all sharply. 
drawn and it is here that 
Sherriff’s greatest success comes. 
In Capt. Stanhope he has 
created an unusual character, 
but one not merely ‘ of the 
stage. The whole play _ centres 
round Stanhope, the Company 
Commander, and Edgar Owen 
deserves the highest praise for his 
‘interpretation of the part. Finer 
acting has seldom been seen at the 
Star. 

-Raleigh, the young  subaltern, 
wag extremely well played by John 
Owen, suc- 
ceeded by acting alone in demon- 
strating the great nervous tension 
under which men at the front lived. 

J. Grant Anderson was an excel- 
lent Hibbert and brought out the 
full humour of the: piece. Fortun- 
ately, “Journey's End” is relieved 
by brilliant flashea of humour. If 
it were not then its deadly power 
would become too constant for the 
play to be the fine work it is, 

Ronald, Paget was a delightful 
Mason, while the role of Hibbert 
was well taken by Ronald Brant- 
ford. James Grant and Kenneth 
Birrell had the-important roles of 
Hardy and Osborne and filled then 
well, R.B. Salisbury having the 
minor part of the German prisoner. 
There was no flaw in the acting 
anywhere and all the players did 
full justice to a great play which 
will undoubtedly fill the Star Thea- 
tre every night it is presented.

One of the main objects in re- 
tuining metal reservéy against a 
currency issue is the steadying of 
its international exchange rate. 
An unfavourable trade balance 
Meang u fall in that rate and

China’s internal troubles . tend 
towards an excess of commodity 
imports and she is dependent upon 
the export of silver to support her 
exchange. The only uae the out- 
side world now haa for that metal 
ig an industrial one and exporta- 
tion from China from now on will 
merely bring down the price 
through the increase in supply in 
the industrial market. 

And as the value of the metal 
drops, so China’s inability to clear 
her indebtedness increases, bring- 
ing her even to national bank 
Tuptcy. Were she settled down to 
commercial development, our own 
currency position would be pre 
carious enough but with the un- 
rcertain future of China, we are 
heading for inevitable disaster. 

Before concluding, I should like 
to ask if the opposition have ever 
stopped to consider how we shall 
stand when China does decide to 
go over to gold? The mere sug- 
gestion of such a possibility would 
undoubtedly send silver down to 
‘scrap-iron value and Hongkong’'s 
position would be anything but 
an enviable one, Waiting for 
China going gold is waiting for 
‘this Colony’s financial destruc-

In designing motor car mechan- 
ism particularly ‘gearboxes, en- 
gincers have to contend, with a curi- 
ous Iscal corrosion. ‘This often ap- 
‘pears in parts which are subject to 
a very rapid succession of localised 
stresses such as the teeth of gear, 
wheels in the, transmission and in 
ball and roller bearings in various 
parts of an engine. . 

: English engineers, working on 2 
new form of gearbéx, ~ discovered 
that the corrosion ig due to electro- 
chemical action, and: is sometimes 
.] 80 severe as to lead ‘to fracture of 
the parts. .The gearbox with which 
they were experimenting employed 
a special -form— of rollorbearing 
friction wheel, and it was found: 
that the degree of corrosion differ- 
ed with various lubricants. This 
bore out the theory of electro-chemi- 
cal action and led to a search for a 
lubricant which would reverse the 
corroding process and have a plat- 
ing effect on the metals under 
stress. a: 

After various tests it was found 
that by adding finely powdered 
zine oxide to a mineral oil and thor- 
oughly mixing them in the cor- 
rect proportions, a lubricant could 
be made which would have this ef- 
fect. The mixture was tried ‘in 
‘the differential housing of a well- 
known ake of car, and after 25. 
000 miles of running the pinicn 
and crown wheel were examined.

It would be foolish,-of course, to 
shut our eyes to the difficultfes of 
getting France and Italy into the | 
charmed circle. French ideas on 
security have raised political issues 
which have caused the other Powers 
|| to adopt a very cautious attitude, 
to'say nothing of the technical 
points involved, Italy has latterly. 
shown a much more temperate spirit 
than in the carly days of the Con- 
ference, so much so that she has 
virtually abandoned her somewhat 
pretentious claim to parity with 
France. Indeed, Signor Grandi 
recently asserted that the awestion 
was no longer one of Italy’s claim 
to parity, but of France's claini to 
superiority. Remembering, how- 
ever, that all the Powers have re- 
nounced war a3 an instrument of 
national policy, it is somewhat dif-| 
ficult to concede the reality of the 
fears of either the one .Power or 
the other. Britain, America and 
Japan have conclusively proved 
their .pacific intentions by coming 
to an understanding; it will be pass- 
ing strange if eventually France 
and Italy do not come into line.

The Cycling Nuisance. 

The Police campaign during the 
last few months in Kowloon, aim- 
ing at the suppression of the cyclist 
nuisance created by juvenile ridera 
who are in entire ignorance of the 
rule of the road, has ‘undoubtedly 
resulted in a considerable diminu- 
tion of the nuisance. Crédit for] 
this is shared jointly by the Police 
who have taken action‘in the worst 
‘eases only- and by the Kowloon 
Magistrate who, while always ap- 
preciating that cycle riding is a 
recreation which should not be dis- 
couraged if undulged‘in with safety 
to all concerned, has, inflicted well 
deserved fines in a number of cases 
where it has been definitely shown 
that a serious offence has been com- 
mitted. . We cannat, however, 
share the Kowloon Magistrate’s 
opinion that riding a bicycle in 
circles constitutes a greater danger 
to the public than riding a machine 
with. the handa off the handlebars. 
When riding a.cycle in circles there 
ig: full control of ‘the machine. 
When riding without hands on the 
handicbars there is not full control.

DR. CANNON. LEAVES 


of Victoria Gaol andthe Public 
Mortuary ond who ‘has also been 
on the staff of the University. 


Dr. Canndn , is, we understand, 
retiring from the -Government 
. service to better his position, but 
his departure is much regretted 
by a wide circle of friends, who 
will join us in wishing him every 
succegs. : 


Prior to coming to China, five 
years ago,- Dr, Cannon was a 
‘member of the Moynihan Clinic 
where he practised under the 
skilful eye of Sir Berkeley (now 
Lord) Moynihan, Bart, also taking 
a keen interest in pathology, 
especially as applied to the Clinic. 
When Dr. Cannon first arrived in 
‘| China, he first visited Indo-China, 
landing first at Haiphong where 
he spent some time studying 
tropical diseases as affecting this 
city, especially in relation 
beri-beri. Hanoi was the next 
place of study and here, for some 
months a survey of the common 
diseases was made, particular 
interest being taken in beri-beri 
and “spargonome.” After a very 
dangerous route to Lungchow, Dr. 
Cannon settled there for some 
time and was busy with rescarch, 
and having also a deep interest in 
local missionary activities, as well 
as official ones, being Physician 
Extraordinaire to His Excellency 
the Governor, General Hu Tsung 
Tu, who showed avery friendly 
and interested attitude in the work 
which was being carricd out for 
the first time in these distant 
inaccessible parts of China with 
regard to medical research. 
When Dr, and Mrs. Cannon left 
Lungchow, an official feast. was pre- 
pared in their honour, at which 
the high officials and the Com- 
missioner of Customs, Chev. -M. 
Cupelli, made farewell speeches. 
Mr. Van Den Bergh, in the name 
of the Standard Oi} Company of 
New’ York,. very kindly conveyed 
the two travellers together with 
Pierce Croque up to Taipingfu by 
boat, and later to. Nanning where 
they met General Wong and his 
staff, and Mr. Hosking, the: Com- 
missioner of Customs, who kindly 
acted as host for a long period, 
owing to lack of accommodation 
elsewhere at that time. 


At Nanning. 


In speaking of Nanning, Dr. 
Cannon says that Dr. Coffin and 
the Rev. Mr.’ Thomas, of the 
American Mission, were very 
kind and were doing a great good 
to the community in running the 
only up-to-date hospital where 
operations were performed daily 
under a first class organised 
locally trained staff, a work which 
would put some hospitals in 
Hongkong to shame. The build- 
ings were of the latest, and of 
size in accordance with the funds 


at their disposal. Dr. Clift’s 
Children’s Home was also a boon 
to the community. Governor 


General Wong assured Dr. Cannon 
that the Chinese had the warmest 
affection. for the British and 
American peoples, who had done so 
much for them, and said he was 
.very agreeably surprised to learn 
that the Britisher especially was 
so interested in their efforts. 
Whilst at Nanning Mr. Van den 
Bergh, Mr. Worrell, and Mr. 
Phillips (killed | by pirates), 
also were of great assistance to 
the travellers. 


A further survey of the pre- 
valent ‘diseases was made at 
Nanning, and this was found to 
differ greatly from that of Hai- 
phong and Hanoi. Whereas Lung- 
chow is situated amongst gor- 
geous scenery, and surrounded by 
mountains, Nanning is flat and, 
apart from the picturesque city, 
the country ia very uninteresting. 
From Nanning to Wuchow, the

At Canton. 


At Wuchow the strike was still 
on, and, after some interesting 
adventures the travellers arrived 
at Canton, where Dr. Cannon was 
appointed H.B.M. Consular and 
Port Health Officer to Canton 
City, and also Medical Officer of 
Health to Shameen, and also 
locum tenens for Dr, Graham Rey- 
nolds, who has now retired from 
Shameen. It was whilst in Can- 
ton ‘hat the great epidemic of 
cholera occurred in which at 
least one European lost his life. 
This led Dr. Cannon to press the 
Shameen Municipal Council to 
start aon emergency Municipal 
Nursing Home, and to this the 
Chairman of the Council and the 
other. authorities agreed: This 
Nursing Home was first started by 
Dr. Cannon, who later pursuaded 
the Council to start the present 
medical and surgical Municipal 
Nursing Home, which has now 
been taken over under the director- 
ship of Dr. Lancaster, and has 
proved a‘ great boon to the 
Shameen cdmmunity. - 


In 1927, Dr. Cannon was ap- 
pointed to Hongkong, where he 
has continually been in medical 
charge of the Prison and of the 
Victoria Public Mortuary, and 
also been on the staff of the 
University. Dr. ‘Cannon will be 
remembered for his broadcast 
lectures on, Dreams and Cancer, 
and his many articles to the 
Caduceus. ‘ 


Farewell Interview. 


In the course of an interesting 
interview Dr. Cannon said that pro- 
crastination is the curse of Hong- 
kong, 4 curse from which even the 
Government is far from being 
exempt. No man should stay in 
the Par East for more than three 
years at a stretch and a ten days’ 
holiday locally is a wise precau- 
tion against ill health, every 
year. A new gaol is urgently 
needed and also a new civil 
hospital. 


With the passing of the years 
the salaries of public and other 
servants in the Far East have not 
kept pace with the price of living; 
everyone should have a 25 per 
cent. increase of their present 
salary if it is under £1,000 a year, 
Hongkong would be madé a much 
better place if reality took the 
place of artificiality; why not be 
natural. People should not at- 
tempt, to live above their means, 
nor pretend to be what they are 
not. Truth will out. Hongkong 
contains a lot of acquaintances, 
but very few real friends.
